Revised Bill One Of 


Major Proposals In 


Legislature. 


SUBSTITUTE FOR 


MANY 
MEASURES 


Allows Use Of Gas Tax 
Revenue In Construct- 
ing County Highways. 


An increase of 20 per cent in the 


present mileage of the combined 
federal-ftate highway system in 
Nebraska, as provided for by H. R 
25 in its revised form, is one of 
the major proposals 'now receiving 
consideration in the ' legislature. It 
will be the subject of a hearing by 
the house__ committee on roads and 
bridges Monday afternoon, at which 
State Engineer Roy Cochran will 
discuss the plan, and may be taken 
up by the chamber itself later in 
the ' reel-. 


This bill is of state-wide inter- 


est because it affects every county 
and involves a question of perman- 
ent policy by the state in develop- 
ing its highways. Ten members 
have placed their names upon it^ as 
joint sponsors. It is intended as a 
general 
substitute 
for 
some 40 


other bills introduced in the house 
and senate creating half a hundred 
highway projects and adding- them 
to the state system. Should H- R. 
25 go through, these other bills will 
all be sidetracked. 


The existing federal-state high- 


way system embraces 6,300 miles, 
and an additional 20 per cent would 
bring 1,260 miles more into it, mak- 
ing the total.7,560. As the cost.of

CLEAR MAJORITY 


Leaders On Both Sides In

.WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—(I. N. 


S.)—Farm bloc leaders today pre- 
pared to take control of the legis- 
lative machinery of the house for 
the first time since the fight for 
the - McNary-Haughen farm relief 
bill opened four years ago. 


Asserting that they hold a clear 


majority, tliey announced the first 
move would be to substitute the 
bill as. it passed the senate late 
yesterday for the • house measure 
now under consideration. , 


Representative Haugen, republic- 


an .of Iowa, chairman of the house 
agriculture committee, will appear 
before the house rules committee on 
Monday and request a rule making 
the substitution, according to this 
plan. When the rule is reported to 
the house, probably on Tuesday, a 
test vote__ is expected to result • on 
a motion^for its adoption. 


To Fight Amendments. 


In a second parliamentary move 


it was indicated farm bloc1 leaders 
will endeavor to vote down all 
amendments to the senate bill and 
pass it without change. The meas- 
ure then would, go direct to the 
president for signature. 


Although the senate .measure, is 


not', entirely satisfactory to some 
house members, leaders fear that an 
effort to amend the bill would open 
the -way for a filibuster in the sen-- 
ate' when action is required again. 


If it is decided to demand amend- 
ments to the senate bill, a. confer- 
ence probably will become neces- 
sary, which would require jj. second 
vote in both branches. With .the 
end of the present session but three 
weeks away, if was pointed out, the 
bill easily could be filibustered to 
its death. 


Dickinson Confident. 


"As. the situation stands today, 


we have votes to pass the bill by 
a majority of forty or more," said 
Representative 
Dickinson, repub- 


lican of Iowa, the farm bloc head. 
"I am in favor of passing the bill 
just as it came from the senate. 
Some of the provisions are not to 
our liking, but legislation can sel- 
dom be satisfactory to all." 
Leaders on both s.ides.still pro- 


fessed to be in the dark-as to Presi- 
dent Coolidge's attitude on the bill. 
Administration 
supporters were, 


convinced that Mr. Coolidge would 
veto the bill, but the senate farm 
block leaders were equally certain 
he would permit it to become a law.

Federal aid cannot be obtained on 
any of the newly-designated, high- 
ways, as the federal system in Ne- 
braska' is fixed and no provision 
has been made by congress for ex- 
tending it. This means that the 
state must carry the load alone, un- 
less the counties are willing to 
spend some of their own funds In 
order to push the _ work faster. 


First Come, First Served. 


As other counties finish their 
present. projects, they will be in 
line to obtain state aid for im- 
proving other roads.. Each will get 
the same proportionate share of gas 
tax revenue every year that it does 
now, 
which will determine the rate 
at which additional projects can be 
cared for. However, the counties 
that get started first will secure 
most of the Increased mileage, pay- 
ing for it with their own money. 
When 1,260 miles have been added 
no further extension can be made. 
•It is estimated with this 
extra 


mileage to .take care of after con- 
struction, the state's annual main- 
tenance cost would be boosted to 
53,000,000 or $3,500,000 — or a sum.

PARIS,'Feb. 12.—(I. N. S.)—The 
French cabinet is engaged tonight 
in the delicate task of drafting a 
reply to • President Coolldg-e's dis- 
armament proposals, which will be 
affirmative in form and negative 
in purpose. 
. 


The International News Service 
learned, following the cabinet meet- 
ing today, if was the almost unan- 
imous opinion that France cannot 
accept the Coolidge proposals, but 
It does not intend to lay itself open 
to the charge of rejection without 
due consideration. 


Arlstide Brland, that master of 
the soft blow, has drafted the re- 
ply and now is revising it for final 
submission to the cabinet on Tues- 
day. 


Expect "Buts" and "ffs." 
The reply will open with usual 
diplomatic courtesies and will say 
in effect that France welcome^ the 
move for 
disarmament 
made by 
President Coolidge, applauds it and 
endorses it heartily, but—then there 
will follow a. Ions procession of 
"buts" and "ifs" which will make it 
very plain that the reply is tanta- 
mount to a refusal to accept the 
proposals even though It does not 
say "no" flatly. 


France will raise the question of 


the League of Nations and will sub- 
mit that this body must not be re- 
buffed and that it should first have 
the opportunity of finishing the dis- 
armament work which It has 'be- 
gun. 


The reply 'when finally analyzed 
will indicate 
very clearly that 
France has no present intention of 
accepting Coolidge's proposal.

made. The rating of this county is 
yxpected to follow immediately as 
a modified accredited area. 
The campaign for eradication be- 
gan in this county nearly two years 
ago. 
The required number of sig- 
natures was finally approved by the 
state authorities and actual work of 
testing started in the southwestern 
part of Pawnee county A'ugust 23, 
1926. 
Mission Creek, the first ^pre- 


cinct tested, was also the precinct 
turning in the highest percentage 
of petitioners for 
the 
campaign. 
Only animals bred and fed in Paw- 
nee county were included 'in 
the 
survey, and one of the surprises of 
the inspection Was the total num- 
ber of cattle registered, which was

reactors were discovered, and the

N. S.)—-The last thirty years have 
been the most remarkable years in 
the history of science, according 
to Dr. Robert A. Millikan, presi- 
dent of the California Institute of 
Technology and one of the world's 
greatest scientists. 


Changes in fundamental concep- 
tions 01 the physical world which 
have taken place during the thirty 
year period just ended. Dr. MUli- 
kan declared, are greater 
than 


those which have taken place in 
any preceding epoch of ten times 
the length. 
These developments are reflected 


in most phases of modern life, Dr. 
Millikan said, and he cited the fol- 
lowing distinctive discoveries of the 
period under survey: 
The X-ray; 
The 
electronic 
constitution of 
matter; 
Radio activity; 
The inter-relation of mass and 


energy; 


The light-dart properties of ra- 


diation; 


Tffe reciprocal relations between 


frequencies of ether waves and the 
energy of electrons within 
the 
atom; 


Discovery that the atom has the 


capacity of transferring any de- 
crease in its energy, into an emit- 
ted monochromatic wave, and 


Discovery that the foundations 


of mechanics itself are incorrect' as 
applied to sufficiently small scale 
phenomena. 
When asked for his forecast as 
to the future Dr. Millikan said that 
science never moves backward, but 
always forward in ever expanding 
circles and that it is entirely pos- 
sible that undreamed of discover- 
ies may be made within the next 
thirty year period.

disband

reasons that called for the organ- 
ization of the G. A. R. in 1866, pre- 
vail today in, namely, "to preserve 
bnd strengthen those kind and fra- 
ternal feeling-s which bind together 
the soldiers, sailors and 
marines 


who united to suppress the late re- 
bellion', and to perpetuate the mem- 
ory and history of the dead. To 
assist such former • comrades in 
arms as need help." 


"The attendance at our national 
encampments now shows practical- 
ly the same ability to manage the 
affairs of the order as prevailed 
ten years ago. 
The - close contest 


between 
two 
distinguished com- 
rades for the position of comman- 
der-in-chief at the last meeting 
shows how eager the rank and file 
is for strong leadership. 


"The effort to secure from the 


present congress suitable' pension 
lepislati-jn for the worthy widows ot" 
dead comrades was. led by the legis- 
lative committee of the G-. A. R. We 
in Nebraska are especially interest- 
ed in this measure because in our 
cities and towns there are so many 
needy widows of these G. A. R. 
comrades who are now aided as a 


matter of charity by the counties la 
which they live. The United States 
is abundantly able to redeeern its 
pledges of care for the widows of 
these men who saved the country 
from dissolution and the flag from 
disgrace.

It is entirely up to 
the automobile owner as to whether 
or not these new and drastic rules 
will prevail in 1928, since it is the 
own rather than the insurance com- 
pany who sets the rates. 
Locks are almost-useless against 


the professional thief, who, like a 
safe-cracker, operates when he is 
sure' that he will not be disturbed 
for 
several hours. Hq can steal 
any car ever built If given enough 
time. However, statistics show that 
a 
large 
majority of automobile 


thefts are committed "ay non-pro- 
fessional 
thieves of the joy-rider 
type, who almost invariably select 
the car which is easiest to drive 
away with the minimum loss of 
time. 
Such thieves are interested 
inly in gaining free transportation 
for a few hours, after which they 
usually 
abandon the car. They 


often wait in front of a large build- 
ing for an unwary driver, whom 
they see leave his car withoxtt lock- 
ing It.

When brake linings get wet, their 
efficiency diminishes and it inva- 
riably happens when brakes are 
most needed,' on wet and slippery 
roads. 
They can be "burned" dry 
by running for a short distance 
with the brakes set. 


A Law Worth Remembering. 
"The operator of any motor ve- 
hicle overtaking another vehicle 
shall pass such vehicle on the left, 
but shall not attempt to pass any 
such vehicle at intersecting high- 
ways or at the crossing: of any rail- 
road tracks at grade." 


Usa Two Mirrors. 
In addition-to the rear-view mir- 
ror, many car owners now are us- 
ing an additional mirror to give a 
side view. 
The purpose of this is 
to show up the car that is just in 
the act of passing. It can not be 
seen in the rear-view mirror. 


Find the Heater Lqpk. 
Any Teak in the •exhaust heater, 
or in the flexible piping used to 
connect it witti the exhaust, can 
be found by looking for parts that 
are carbonized. 
Wherever there 
is a place for the gases to escape 
carbon escapes, too, blackening the 
metal around it. 


"Keep Oil from Squealy Brakes. 
The use of a lubricant is not ad- 
vised to take the squeal out of the 
brakes. 
Sometimes dry powdered 
graphite, which will not collecj: dirt, 
is applied, but even this is only a 
'makeshift 
Application of an oily 
or greasy i lubricant is dangeroXis. 
It often leads to violent seizing of 
the brakes, causing uncomfortable 
driving and perhaps serious dam- 
age to the car. Sheared rivets 
might result 
Gears might be 
stripped, and even a broken axle 
might be the disaster. 


Keep Tires Clean. 
The cleaning of a car is not fully 
completed if the tires are neglected. 
They will wear better if washed up 
and given a^ shine once in a while. 
Also, they will add a decided im- 
provement to the appearance of the 
car. It takes but a few minutes, a 
brush and some water to do the 
job. And while laundering the car 
it would be wise to scrub the 'ga- 
rage floor carefully, especially If 


It happens to be greasy or oily. 
Oil and grease damage tlrM and if 
the garage floor is covered with 
hem quite serious damage will re- 
ult to the tires. 


Chaini m Necettity in Wet Weather. 
Chains should be placed on wheela 
when rain or snow begins to fall. 
The most dangerous period Is Just 
after the first precipitation. There 
is usually more or less grease on 
the streets, and until it has rained 
or snowed long enough to wash it 
off there Is danger of skidding1. 
When tho tires are worn treadless 
the car is practically certain to skid 
if the brakes are applied suddenly. 
"With good treads the danger is 
somewhat minimized, but chains 
should always be carried and put 
on immediately if the pavements 
are at all slippery. 
Properly fit- 
ting chains should be carried for 
both of the rear wheels. One chain 
is worse than none at all. 


Dragon's Breath of Modern Times. 
No matter how cold the day, never 
start the engine in a closed garage. 
See that the doors and windows are 
flung wide open. Similarly, always 
allow enough air in the car to guord 
against, the possibility • of a defec- 
tive exhaust. There is always dan- 
ger from carbon monoxide fumes, 
a deadly compound that is the 
"dragon's breath" of modern times. 
It is given off by all gasoline en- 
grines. 
The point of fatal satura- 
tion is 15 parts of carbon monoxide 
to 10,000 part of air. Therefore, it 
Is inviting death to sta,rt an en- 
gine going in a closed garage and 
almost equally dangerous to drive 
in an absolutely closed car. In the 
latter case, a leaking exhaust may 
allow enough diffusion of the death- 
dealing gas to cause unpleasant or 
even fatal effects.

Boxing czars generally are not 
overburdened with popularity.-Much 
of the criticism aimed at their heads 
may not be justified, but the Em- 
pire state triumvirate has gone the 
limit of absurdity in handing down 
rules, decrees and ukases, quite so 
silly as to merit naught but con- 
demnation and contempt. 


Witness the commission's rul- 


ing in the case of Jack Delaney, 
alias Chapdeiaine, Canada's most 
illustrious contribution to the art 
of 
mauling, ears. 
Delaney, by 


virtue of his skill in socking with 
his right, has hammered his way 
to the throne in the light-heavy- 
weight division. Although world's 
champion of the 175-pounders, the 
punching Canadian has a laudable 
ambition to acquire Gene Tun- 
ney's- heavyweight crown. 
Promoter Tex Rickard placed the 
stamp of his approval on Delaney's 
aspirations by entering the woods- 
man from the Quebec country in his 
heavyweight tournament, due to get 
under way this week as the first o£ 
a series of elimination matches In 
which the survivor will be pitted 
against Champion Gene. Delaney vs. 
MaloneyJs the bill for the tourna- 
ment inaugural, dated for next Fri- 
day night, and press dispatches 
from the scene relate that Maloney 
will strip at 200 pounds, -whereas 
the "terrible three" have ruled that 
Delaney, being the light-heavy title- 
holder, must not scale above 175 
pounds. 


Fair play and common sense, 


quite apparently, would dictate 
that all details involving weight 
be ignored in a heavyweight con- 
tention, yet the decree by the 
dumb dukes means that in event' 
Delaney scales as much as a half- 
pound over the 175 mark he will 
be subject to 
forfeiture of hi* 


weight and appearance money and 
probable suspension. 
Effect of the commission's rul- 
ing will'be to send Delaney into the 
•ring next Friday lugging the burden 
of a heavy handicap. Maloney may. 
weigh, just as much as he pleases, 
whereas the Canadian dare not go 
in at more than the light-heavy 
limit. Apologists for the commission 
explain that Delaney is not the 
victim of a new rule; that the box- 
ing board merely is standing pat on 
a former decree, which means, 
simply, that 
the commissioners 
have been making chumps of them- 
selves since the day they stepped 
into power and purpose to be 'con- 
sistent until the day they step out. 


The case of Babe Ruth vs. the 


New York Yankees is.being tried at 
the bar of public opinion and the 
verdict is all but rendered in favor 
of the' King of Swat. The Big Bam 
is reputed to be demanding that 
his annuiil salary of $52,000 be 
multiplied *by two. meantime giving 
notice that he will take'nothing less 
'than that or step oul uf the national 
game, random generally has lined 
up in support of the Babe, while 
Col.'Ruppeft, Yankee owner, is tak- 
ing a panning for his niggardly 
treatment 
of baseball's greatest 
slugger and drawing card. 


The writer's rhunch is that the 
Yankees are 
playing a 
clever 


game; that the dispute with Ruth 
is a smoke screen—a ballyhoo let 


' loose for'.the single purpose of 


drumming up 
publicity. While 


fandom is working itself into a 
torment over the Ruth'case, it is 
forgetting about the scandal talk 
'of recent vintage, all of which is 
so much soothing syrup to the 
men who pull the strings in the 
major leagues. 
As a matter of course. Babe will 
get his boost in pay. Extravagant 
as Ihe statement might seem on its 
face, the. Biff Bam would b« cheap 


at twice $100,000. Without Babe, big 
league baseball would be a drab in- 
stitution. With him, the magnates 
will reap another golden harvest. 
Shrewd followers of the game have 
estimated that in each and every 
season since he joined the Yankees, 
Ruth has been worth an extra mil- 
lion paid admissions to the eight 
clubs of the American league. 


If the casual observer has been 


lugging the suspicion that the 
Yankees and Babe may not get 
together on the salary topic, now 
is the time to forget it. The bally- 
hoo business may 
c o n t i n u e 
another week or so, but eventually 
the Bam will get down on the 
dotted line, signing at a figure 
that pleases him in every way, 
and Col. Ruppert and his fellow 
magnates will exude an extra 
chuckle in proof of their know- 
ledge that the public likes nothing 
better than to be fooled.

ORRILL HALL, the 


newest building 
on the enlarged 
campus of the 
University of Ne- 
braska, houses the 


museum and the school of fine arts. £t 
was made possible through a gift to the 
-university by Charles H. Morrill of 
Stromsberg. 
/ 


The building stands south and to the 
east of the field house and faces to the 
north. It is an imposing structure and 
catches the eye-immediately as one en- 
ters the university campus. It is three 
stories, high, the school of fine arts be- 
ing on the two upper floors. . 


When the structure was designed it 
was with the specific idea in mind o£ 
giving the school something worth 
while. This-the architects have done, 
as it not only combines beauty and con- 
venience, but also -has that one factor 
so essential to a structure housing'art 
and rare specimens of bygone .ages, 
light. There is an abundance of it, not 
only for the 'museum but for the. art 
galleries also. 


The hall i& built of brick and concrete - 
with white stone trim. • 


'Morrill hall is located on the«corner of 
Fourteenth .and Vine . streets and is 
plotted in accordance with the univer- 
sity regent's scheme of campus de- 
velopment. It is about 200 feet east of 
Bessey.hall and and faces north to- 
wards the proposed Memorial hall. 
The architectural style of Morrill hall is 
quite similar to that of Bessey hall and 
other newer buildings on the univer- 
sity campus. The building is in the 
shape of a rectangle with a projection 
built to the south and is so constructed' 


* 
\ 
that it can be added to at any time in 
the future when the funds are appro- 
priated for this use.

The front length of Morrill hall is 250 
feet and the pillars and pilasters on the 
north side tog-ether'with the long broad 
flight of stone steps approaching- the 
front door add greatly to the appear- 
ance of .the structure. 


Morrill hall will prove of inestimatable 
value to the University of Nebraska 
museum. Few people realize the value 
and the amount of material which has 
been collected and presented to the Ne- 
braska museum because there has been 
such inadequate means of displaying 
the exhibits in the past.- 


Since 1908 the museum has been housed 
in the small brick, building just north 
of the armory. But of late years tons 
and tons of material which should be 
exhibited because of its educational 
and historical value has been hidden 
away in attics, basements and even in 
the tunnels below the university 
campus.

The unique gallery of the elephants is. 
one of the most striking features of 
the new museum. 
It runs the full 


width of the building from the north to 
the south. The mammoths are placed 
in glass cases ten feet wide and sixteen 
feet high which line the sides of the 
hall. As one passes from the north to 
the south end of the gallery the size of 
the fossils grows, the smallest ones 
having been only about two feet tall 
while the largest, the great American 
mastodon is about fouirteen feet high 
at the shoulders. An individual can 
pass .from one end of the gallery tathe 
other in a few minutes but in doing so 
he witnesses a process of evolution 
which progressed over thousands of 
centuries.

Anniversary Date of Parent- 


Teacher Idea to be.Observed 


As Yearly Child Welfare Day 


' 
February 17 has been designated 
as the sday to be set aside by the 
National Parent Teachers associa- 
tion for the observation of child 
welfare. Thirty years ago on that 
date, Theodore Roosevelt sent out 
printed Invitations over the seal of 
the secretary of s t a t e which 
brought together at Washington, D. 
C-, a group of people including Mrs. 
Phoebe Hearst, who later 
gave 


much financial assistance to the 
'Parent Teachers association, and 
Mrs. Theodore W. Blrney, who or- 
the group as the National Congress 
of Mothers. The name of ihe or- 
ganization-'was changed in 1908 to 
the National Congress of Parent? 
and Teachers 
and Motors and 


again in 1924 to the National Con- 
gress of Parents and Teachers. 


The dream of Mrs. Theodore Bir- 


ney for an organized, intelligent, 
sympathetic motherhood found re- 
alization in the organization of the 
National Congress of Mothers in 
1897. 
It Included from the, first, a 


large and representative group of 
men and women of intellectual 
achievement and reputation; lead- 
ers in religious; educational, philan- 
thropic and social affairs: as well 
as fathers and mothers to fame un- 
known, all drawn together by an 
object which should most appeal 
to the father and mother heart of 
the world—the ,highest welfare of 
children. 
A Washington paper of that date 


thus 
comments: "The National 


Congress of Mothers is not a con- 
gress to make laws, negotiate 
treaties, impose tariffs, and debate 
political questions, but it is a con- 
gress organized to discuss ques- 
tions of more vital interest to the 
nation than any measure which the 
United States Congress has ever 
had before it—the welfare of chil- 
dren and the manifold interests of 
the home." 
This organization, financed by 


Mrs. Phoebe Hearst, well known for 
her warm interest in the welfare of 
children, was incorporated in 1900 
as the National C o n g r e s s of 
Mothers; in 1915 as the National 
Congress of Mothers and Parent 
Teachers Associations and in 1921 
as the National Congress of Parents 
and Teachers. 
Wonderful and far reaching has 
. been the progress and influence of 
the National organization in the 
thirty-ona years of its 
existence. 


Ijocal 
associations h a v e 
been 


formed in every state in the union 
with over 10,000,000 members; For- 
ty-six states and the District of Co- 
lumbia have been organized as the 
state branches of the National; 
much literature has been dissemin- 
ated and a national office has been 
established in Washington, D. C.. 
with an executive secretary in 
charge. Child Welfare., a magazine 
published officially, is sent to every 
member of the organization with 
the" purpose of keeping each of the 
18,000 local units, in touch with up 
to date proceedings in that phase 
of work. Hundreds of.thousands of 
leaflets are printed and distributed 
dealing with child welfare. In short, 
each year the organization has come 
to be recognized as an influence 
in. the educational, religious, philan- 
thropic and social world, and is of 
untold value in protecting, enrich- 
ing and beautifying child life.

What the child reads is respon- 


sible to a great extent for what he 
is as he is developing and when he 
is grown. It is the second step in 
his collection of facts. Mrs. David 
Greisel. state chairman of child- 
ren's reading, is working toward a 
complete library in -every public 
school. She says that every school 
room should have in addition to a 
reference libmry, one with various 
entertaining books of travel, wen se- 
lected 
American 
literature, 
and 


other kinds of books for the broad- 
er education of the children. It is 
especially well to train children on 
their reading before the age of four- 
•teen. The habits formed before this 
age are the ones which are re- 
tained the longest and which make 
the deepest impression. 
. . 


Health of the school child has 


long been a subject of concern to 
hygiene authorities and to the na- 
tion. Through the P. T. A. this work 
has been simplified- The co-opera- 
tion o£ teachers and mothers 
has 


brought about a great change in the 
health conditions of our 
schools. 
Miss Louise M. Murphy, E. N., in 
her report of the work being done 
by the state P. T. A. says, "For four 
and one-half years the division of 
child hygiene has been seeking to 
help parents understand the physi- 
ical needs of the child as well ae his 
mental and ••spiritual, characteristics 
through literature,1* child conferences 
ajid personal instruction of parent 
and class groups. It was with the 
special enthusiasm that our work 
was enhanced and broadened by 
co-operation with the state P. T. A, 
in the spring of 1926. The toddler 
from two to seven age, long a most 
neglected period in the child's life, 
is now given real consideration and 
study by parents and teachers, the 
school authorities and physicians.

Probably no single bill before the 


senate has drawn so many peti- 
tions and comments from the peo- 
ple of t^e state as S. F. 61, which 
is more commonly known as the 
"basic sciences bill." 


For this reason Senator Chappell, 


chairman of the -vaecncal societies 
committ.ee has set aside Thursday 
evening for a ptibnc hearing on the 
bill. It is expected that the senate 
chamber will be completely filled 
on that evening with persons ap- 
pearing before the committee in 
opposition to support the bill.

introducer of the bill ana lie has 
given out the following- statement 
explaining the purpose of the pro- 
posed law: 
"Senate File 61, commonly known 


as "the basic science bill" is in 
substance the law enacted by the 
Wisconsin legislature in 1925. _ It 
passed their assembly, 
or lower 


house, with 
but 
four 
dissenting 


votes and' passed the senate un- 
animously. 
Senate file 61 Provides for a pre- 
liminary examination 
in certain 


fundamental subjects of all persons 
seeking license as practictioners in 
the various lines of medicine -which 
are subject to license in Nebraska. 
It is not retroactive and therefore 
does not apply to any .11. D.'s, D. 
O's or chiropractors now practic- 
ing. Neither does it ap-ply in any 
way to any Christian or faith heal- 
ers who are not subject to license 
under Nebraska law since they do 
not engage in medical. or surgical 
practice. 
Basic Knowledge Needed. - 


"The bill may be compared to the 
standards of our colleges and" uni- 
versities In requiring a- student to 
have a diploma from an. accredited 
high school or academy showing 
him to be proficient in fundamental 
subjects before he can enter the 
higher institution of learning, where 
he jnay_ specialize in history, science 
mathematics, the languages. 
The 


analogy is 'ccfmpletc when we see 
that all medical practitioners prac- 
tice upon our bodies and no mat- 
ter what treatment they may pro- 
perly Pursue in treating human ills, 
they rrrnst all first of all, diagnose 
the trouble. And diagnosis requires 
a knowledge of the basic subjects 
of sciences of anatomy, physiology, 
chemistry, bacteriology, pathology, 
and hygiene referred to in the bill. 
"There is no attempt to discrim- 


inate between the various branches 
of medicine and the bill contains 
no reflection upon the many emin- 
ent and well qualified practitioners 
of the various schools of healing 
now operating: in Nebraska."

bers shall be appointed oy the de- 
partment of public weliare.

Candidate -Requirements. 


Section 7 of the bill provides that 


no certificate shall be issued to an 
applicant unless he is twenty-one 
or more years of age, of good moral 
character, a graduate of an accred- 
ited hierli school, or possessed of :in 
education equivalent to that before 
he began the study of the healing 
arts, and 
has a comprehensive 


knowledge of the basic sciences as 
shown by the passing of the exam- 
inations given by tho board.

operated on for appendicitis or 
bought glands. Folks lived to11 a 
jrood old age just the same and 
walketi miles.

poker, shoots craps, plays the pi- 
ano with tv-sir' feet, goes to the 
movies, smokes clgarets, drinks 
homemade1 hootch at ten dollars 
per, and growls about the high 
cost of living. They never go to 
bed the same day they get up 
and think they are having a won- 
derful tifie. This is the age-of 
short skilts arid long profits, legs 
and bootlegs, excess taxes and 
prohibition: but still and for afl,

Old University Pipe Organ Will 
Remain in Memorial Hall Until 


More Suitable Place Is Found 


The old pipe-organ in tho audi- 
torium of Soldiers' Memorial hall at 
the University of Nebraska will not 
be moved although the entire build- 
ing; has been turned over to the de- 
partment of physical education for 
women 
There 
has 
been 
much 


shifting of equipment, offices, and 
whole departments this year, but 
the old organ, perhaps out of place 
in 
a 
gymnasium, will not be 
molested, university authorities say. 


The instrument is the property of 
university alumni. It belongs not 
to one class, but to all. And it real- 
ly belongs to Soldiers Memorial hall, 
too, for the alcove at the-end of the 
large room on. second 'floor was 
especially built to accommodate the 
organ, according to Prof. 
P. 
H. 


Grurhmann, director of the school 
of- fine arts, who came to the uni- 
irersity in 1902, the year the hall 
was built. The new field house, 
thought by many to benhe logical 
place for the organ, is much 'too 
large for 'it, and the cost of repair- 
Ing the instrument and installing it 
there would be more than its'value, 
Professor Grummann says. 


When the Trans-Mississippi ex- 


position was held In Omaha in 1898 
the organ, then new, was purchased 
for the temple of music by the 
organization in charge of the expo- 
sion. It served its purpose there, 
but when the exposition was over 
there was no further use for it. 
Then it was that a group of alumni 
suggested that the organ be bought 
and given to the university. 


Wllllard Klmball, then in-charge 


of the affiliated school of music of 
the university, was one of those who 
strongly, urged that the organ be 
brought to the university. It was 
decided to seek subscriptions from 
alumni, and about $3,500 was raised 
to buy the Instrument. 
This price 
was about half the amount paid 
for it a year-before. The contribu- 
tions came in promptly, according 
to J. S. Dales, secretary of the 
board of regents, who was one of 
the first graduates of the university 
and was connected with the admin- 
istrative staff at that time. 
The organ was brought here and 
Installed in Soldiers Memorial hall 
as soon as the building- was. com- 
pleted. Since that time it has fur- 
nished-.music for convocations and 
for a great variety of musical pro- 
ductions^ including the presentation 
of 'Handel's famous oratorio, "The 
Messiah," at Christmas time each 
year. 
Because oj the difficulty of hold- 
Ing public gatherings n the hall, 
now that it is used primarily as a 
women's gymnasium, it is probable 
that the organ will be gradually for- 
gotten. To move It would necessitate 
the consent of the alumni and con- 
siderable expense in repairing and 
installing it 
But first of all, a 
place suitable to its size and vol- 
ume must be found; and such a 
place does not seem to be available; 
so for the time being, at least, the 
old organ in Soldiers Memorial will 
not be disturbed.

Further development of the Saw-' 


yer-Snell tract southeast of the city 
and -which is pierced by Park boule- 
vard, will be under way this spring, 
according to Phillip Edinborough, 
assistant superintendent of parks. 
The tract to be developed will com- 
prise about nineteen acres im- 
mediately south of the Humane so- 
ciety 
shelter. 
The first develop- 


ment is a tract of about thirty acres 
at First and South streets. The 
third piece lies to the south of this, 
west of the boulevard and compris- 
es about fifty acres. 


The plan of development adopted 


for the second tract is similar to 
that used for the first 
There will 


be heavier forestatlon, however, Mr. 
Bdinborough said, because 
of the 


differences in the ground and the 
purposes for which it will be used 
It is to be for picnic puropses most- 
ly the north tract Is more for play 
purposes. 


Entrance on Boulevard. 


The entrance to the park will be 


off Park boulevard, and this will be 


the only method of Ingress and eg-, 
ress. 
When he chose the trees with 
which to border the park, Mr. Ed- 
inborough had in mind a type that 
would be rapid growers and soon 
screen the railroad tracks to the 
east and west from crowds and at 
the same time produce a pleasing 
effect on passengers who would see 
it from passing trains. 
Two rows of trees will be used, 


honey locust being alternated with 
Norway poplars,

growers. In the course of time 
these will come out and only two 
rows of honey locust will remain. 
These, however, will be properly 
spaced, Mr. Edinborough says, and 
w i l l provide equally g o o d a 
screen as provided earlier by the 
rapid grower. 
Th driveway skirting the play- 


ground lor children In the middle 
of the tract also will be lined with 
trees. They will be of the 
same 
species and arranged In the same 
manner as those edging the tract, 


but there will be only one row on' 
each side. 
When entering the park the visi- 
tor will be met with a cluster of 
barberry bushes where the drive 
divides. These will be 
reinforced 


•with a small group of red cedars, 
which are also to be used as a bank 
behind the trees wherrsver 
_the 
drive curves away from the straight 
line as it encircles the tract. Ced- 
ars also will be used at a num- 
ber of places on the edges of^ the 
playgrounds. 
To the south of the drive and al- 
most midway between the two ends 
will be a row of pines between the 
cedars and the border. 
At other 
places there will be tamarack, Si- 
berian dog wood ,snow berry, gold- 
en and black alder.-and Indian cur- 
rant, so arranged to present a pic- 
ture in landscaping, when seen in 
connection with the flowering 
shrubs that will be placed here and 
there.

The plat shows the tract divided 
by a ditch.

It will be 
deepened through to Salt creek, he 
said, and should provide sufficient 
drainage to prevent overflows. 
Dirt obtained by deepening the 
ditch will be used to fill some of 
the low places. Plantings along the 
ditch will not be made until after 
the ditching has been finished. 
There the same scheme used else- 
where will prevail here, however. 
Through an arrangment with the 
Humane society, sewers 
already 
have been installed connecting the 
property with the sewage disposal 
system of the city. This will mean 
sanitary conditions second to none, 
Mr. Edinborough says.

That outstanding building has 


been given us, and we should make 
the city in its vicinity worthy of it. 
It will, of courbe, but it would be 
a worthy ideal to give the building 
setting and landscaping while it la 
new, so that all might be new to- 
gether, and all might grow old to- 
gether. 


The civic affairs 
committee of 


the chamber of commerce have seen 
the need that the capitol brings 
with it, and the 
members have 


made plans to meet it. It's not a 
simple project, but it is one that 
can be carried to completion with- 
out undue difficulty with the en- 
thusiastic co-operation of Lincoln's 
residents. 
To afford the capitol building a 


fitting approach from the north, an 
extra half block of ground on each 
side of Fifteenth street from K to 
L streets would be taken In, ac- 
cording to plans outlined by Frank 
D. Eager during the past week. In 
this parked space it is planned to 
erect the monuments to the Q. A. 
R, the Spanish War veterans, and 
the World war veterans, and to 
place the statue of Abraham Lin- 
coln, which stood on the old cap- 
ital grounds. That would make tho 
space the patriotic center .of the 
city. 
It has been said that the extra 


half blocks on each side of Fifteenth 
street would extend from K to M 
streets, but Mr. Eager is doubtful 
of this. The angle of vision irom 
Fifteenth and L streets Is suf- 
ficiently wide to take In the width 
of the capitol without difficulty. 


At L street, Fifteenth will return 


to its present width of 120 feet. 
When the project is complete'', that 
120 feet will extend from L to R , 
streets, where 'it will meet tho uni- 
versity camv^s and at tho had of 
which will be the very fine new li- 
brary building planned for the col- 
lege. The two blocks f^-om L to N 
streets under this plan would bo 
leserved for buildings of semi-pub- 
lic nature. 


A 7-Block Civio Center. 


The vista down the street, either 


from trie capitol steps or from thosa 
of the proposed library, would be 
a splendid thing. Therein would be 
embraced seven blocks, which woul^ 
form the civic center of Lincoln, but 
two blocks away from the center of 
the shopping district. 
The wido 


avenue would form a popular prom- 
e n a d e or an 
excellent 
parado 


grounds for special occasions, being 
somewhat on the plan of Pennsyl- 
vaia avenue in Washington. 


"Fifteenth street," Mr. Eager em- 


phasized, "will be only 120 feet 
wide, the same width as Eleventh 
street." 
''There is1 no sentimeuC on the 


committee for a 200 foot street. 


"On the 120 foot street, there will 


be a paved stretch 
SO feet wide, 


which would be an excellent thing 
for any patriotic celebrations." 


The 120 feet is the width from lot 


line to lot line. Off of that width Is 
taken five feet for the lot line on 
each side, ten feet for sidewalk on 
each side, an unusually widp side- 
walk which is valuable for specta- 
tors in watching any procession or 
for strolling along the real prome- 
nade of Lincoln, and five more feet 
for sod on each side. 


According to Mr. Eager, the cost 


of such improvements would ba 
about half 
a 
million dollars. 
It 


would be paid for by money raised 
from an assessment on the bene- 
fitted property, together with a suit- 
able contribution from the city. 


Five hundred thousand dollars is 


a fortune to those of small incomes, 
but it isn't a formidable sum for 
such improvements. 
That amount 


of money means that two of Lin- 
coln's most interesting centers, tho 
university campu sand the capitol, 
shall be linked by a broad boule- 
vard, and that Lincoln shall show 
Its pride in those contributions by 
giving each 
the 
background to 


which it is entitled and shall realize 
that beauty is a.s good an adver- 
tising agent as buildings.

Conversion of Current. 


Battery eliminators are designed 
to convert alternating current into 
direct current, so that it will be 
suitable for the operation oJ receiv- 
ers. The first step In this conver- 
sion of alternating current to direct 
current is to 
pass 
the 
current 


through the rectifier,, which is a 
device that permits current to flow 
in only one direction. When the 
current is flowing in .the proper di- 
rection it passes through the recti- 
fier " without hindrance, but when 
the current reverses, the rectifier 
chokes it off and no current flows 
in the circuit. The current delivered 
by the rectifier is a series of elec- 
trical puns following each other in 
rapid succession. This pulsating 
current, while always flowing .in 
One direction, is just as unsuited 
for the operation, of radio receivers 
as alternating current, because the 
variations in the current'produce a 
very decided hum 
in the 
loud 
speaker. The second step in con- 
verting alternating, current into di- 
rect current is to pass the pulsat- 
ing current delivered by the recti- 
fier through an electrical filter, the 
purpose of which is t« smooth out 
the pulsations and deliver 
direct 


current, which is almost pure direct 
current! To'obtain direct .current 
from a filter which is sufficiently 
pure for the satisfactory operation 
of-radio receivers under all condi- 
tions requires a filter system which 
is quite costly. This explains why 
the best eliminators 
are so ex-

FARM RELIEF. 


Prophecy was fulfilled 
when the United S'a'es 


.senate Friday afternoon passed the' ^ 
farm relief bill by the substantial margin of cvghfc 
votes, two 
more than the 
majority by 
which it 


%-as d e f e a t e d less t h a n a y ear ago. I t s 
passage In the house is anticipated, although- the 
lower branch of congress may be inclined to chanpre 
it slightly, in which event there is a chance it will die 
in conference in the last minute rush of the session. 


Some of the factors which have led to this amaz- 


ing economic blunder have been more clearly jut- 
lined in recent weeks. The events which have been 
transpiring behind tlie curtain in Washington are 
highly significant. 
( 


At the start it must be recognized there arc a larg-c 


number of politicians from this Central \Vestern sec- 
tion strongly committed to the program for farm re- 
lief. Their sincerity is not an issue in it, 'although 
seriously open to question. 
The fact ib that thoy 


have been given a very effective wcapjn to advance 
their own political interests, and to wrest control 
from those who are now head of the republican party 
and in control of the affairs of the nation. They ha.-e 
this advantage because the 
agricultural 
regions, 


whether rightfully or wrongfully, feel they have a 
grievance.. 


Throughout this entire food-producing section the] 


is the strong belief that affairs in Washington hav 
been handled to place the farmer at a disadvantage 
to' the industrialist and to the transportation in«ti 
csts of this country. Even the tanner who recognize 
the utter folly of the farm relief program, Aid wh' 
is fearful of the disaster which will follow in it, 
wake if it ultimately crystallizes, nurses this belie 
that his lot is made harder by the tariff "wall and bj 
the 
Cummlns-Esch transportation act. The rea 


farmer does not want to add to the mistake by enact- 
ing a farm-relief law of the type of the McKary- 
I-Iaugcn bill but he does demand the special pnvi- 
leges which have been conferred upon other clashes 
This is the sentiment which adroit, and in some in- 
stances, unscrupulous republican politicians 
have 


been fermenting, with the aid of democrats, to he- 
cure enactment of the legislation which Friday re- 
ceived the approval c-L the upper branch oC conjnvssj 


The pressure to commit America to tho most men- 


acing- and dangerous adventure in it& economic his- 
tory is increased through the help of a class which 
has heretofore been hostile to it. 


The fate of the McNary-Haugen bill is inexorably 


interwoven with that of the Pepper-McFadden bank- 
ing bill. 


The latter, originally designed to enable nationa 


banks to open branch-banks in competition with state 
banks, has been regarded by the friends of the fed- 
eral reserve system as vital to its future. The sys- 
tem was chartered In 3914 for only twenty years anc 
bankers have been worrying as to what would hap- 
pen if congress fs.ilcd to take affirmative action to 
extend It before its expiration In 1934. Senator Glass 
introduced1 an amendment to the Pepper-McFadden 
bill, extending the charter of the federal reserve sys- 
tem indefinitely. 


The .situation leads the Kansas City Star to ob- 


serve that "desire of.the big financial interests to 
insure the permanence of the federal reserve sys- 
tem and to avoid Its being thrown into politics" is 
the real inspiration for the amazing coalition whicl 
has been formed in congress. 
The Star declares 


that when Senator Glass first proposed his amend- 
ment to the Pepper-.McFadden bill, the bank com- 
v mi.s.sion directing a lobby was opposed to it because 


it feared the change might defeat the entire bill. The 
bankers, Tho Star asserts, were surprised the Glass 
amendment went through the senate with scarceiy 
no discussion, and was in turn accepted by the con- 
ference committee and the house." Following this 
action, the banking 
interests came to realize the 


enormous importance of the revised banking bill and 
determined to put it across even at the cost of enact- 
ment of a farm bill. They were alarmed, it is said, 
by the tendency -in the farm group to set one bill 
against the other as representing- two fundamentally 
different economic viewpoints. 


Tho Washington correspondent of the Kansas City 


Star concludes his article in th'is fashion: 


"The situation in ihany respects is analogous 


to that which existed in the administration of 
President Jackson when the-national bank, cre- 
ated by Alexander Hamilton, was abolished be- 
cause of the refusal of congress to renew its 
charter 
President Jackson's support had coii.e 
largely from the agriculturists and small town 
folk, who were prone to charge nil their economic 
woes to the machinations of the eastern banker* 
Tins feeling led to the fteht -against recharterinff 
of the nationa! bank, whSh was the predominant 
issue throughout the two Jackson administrations 
and which for the first time definitely drew the 
hne between the farmers and big business i,! 
American politics. Recurrence of buch a flflrt is 
avoided by the present deal."

So that, we are told on reputable authoritv is the 


inspiration for this latest whim of legislative 'toll* 
and madness.

We repeat that the men and the women on the 


farms, who are bearing the burdens and trials and 
vicissitudes of agricultural effort, are not imploring 
a benevolent government to take them under its pro- 
tective wing to meet problems which they will solve 
themselves, if fool lawmakers' will leave them alone 


They haven't a single reciuest to make except that

of this 
paternalistic 
undertaking ' through 


which government has endeavored to set aside na- 
tural economic laws be di.scontinued. Tho men who 


;plant corn, and wheat and oats, and all other crops 
of -this marvellously rich section, who "slop" the pigs 
and milk the cows, and perform the hundred other 
innumerable tasks of the countryside: the women 
^iwho rear the family, cook and clean, who separata the 
.cream from the milk and who gather the eggs—these 
real workers of America want nothing so much as 
.a simplified government where a man garners what 
lie, sows and reaps. 
~No one professes to know the vast and intricate 
machinery which'must be set up to administer the 
provisions of this-McNary-Haugcn bill. Xo one pre- 
tends to have information as to the thousands of 
employes w-h^h-will be added to governmental pay- 
rolls, increasing enormously the already heavy hur- 
(flen of taxation against the farms of this country. 
,T?he cry has been to do so-nething for the farmer., 
(whether he wanted it or not. 'And so the politictnns 
propose to hand htm the most expensive government- 
al agency ever created in this country. They pro-

agents to snoop into his business and to interfere 
with him in his work.

Scoutdom has been celebrating its seventeenth an- 


niversary. . 


It was seventeen years ago that Baden Powell, an 


Englishman, Initiated the organization. 
Powell was 


a military man, it is true, but it tias been recogrized 
the work of the b'oy scouts has been entirely free 
from any militaristic stain. 


It has been a great force for good, in the-livos_of 


the boysfof today. 


There are no'w scout organizations in fifty-seven 


countries of the world. 
Once every four years a 


world meeting is being held at which the ideal of a 
world brotherhood is held .forth. There are in tho 
United States mure than 800.000 boys between the 
ages of 12 to 18 belonging to the Scout organizations. 
They are taught 'the line qualities of personal clean- 
liness of mind and body. Indeals of generosity, of 
charity, of reliance and manliness are inculcated. 


That is a fine influence to enter the lives of thes,e 


500,000 boys in the formative years. Certain w<>' are 
that if they only partially obey the mandates of the 
scout they will be better men. than it is likely they 
would have been. They will be more tolerant, more 
understanding, more sympathetic,- more mindful of 
others and more willing to help those who need it. 


These young men are going- to rule the world in 


the next forty years. 


What a mighty force for good has been created 


in these days of quick communication and 
wide 


travel? 


NEW BUREAUS NOT NEEDED. 
~ 


After sixty yeais of inactivity, Iowa has awalcened 


to the fact that it is time to begin telling the world 
of her greatness. 


There is quite a story, too. if full time is given for 


reflection. 


With Illinois, Nebraska, and Kansas. Icswa consti- 


tutes the greatest agricultural producing section in 
the world. In the wealth of its soil, this region is 
without an equal. Iowa is first in corn and first in 
pork. 
Alone she produces more corn than is raised 


i by any foreign country. 


Probably the truth is'that most ,of the corn*belt 


states have been too busy to give any thought to let- 
ting others know what the people of this section art- 
doing. The Iowa legislature is taking the proper step, 
however, when it names a committee to draft a bill 
to provide permanently for Iowa publicity.-1 Care 
will have to be exercised to avoid making it another 
political adjunct anS^fexpense but if undertaken in ths 
right way it can be made extremely/useful in aiding 
in Iowa's ^comeback. 


State publicity has no connection with politics. 
The more completely it is divorced from political 


influences, the better the results. Much of the work 
can be performed voluntarily. 
The press and tho 


business and industrial interests of Iowa should :~ee 
to it that the publicity department will not signify 
simply another political job for the deserving. Let 
the alreaih- existing agencies he utilized for a -def- 
inite, comprehensive program of publicity.

WORKING OUT A SCHOOL PLAN. 


The complete transition of the Lincoln city schools 


to the 6-3-3 plan of organization may be 
accom- 


plished with the completion of the Park elementary 
school at Eighth and F streets and the Irving- junior 
high school at' Twenty-second and ,Van Dorn. streets, 
according to a report made by Superintendent Lef- 
ler at the last meeting of the board of education. 


The 6-3-3 plan of organization is relatively a new 


feature in school organization and has many advan- 
tages. This system provides separate buildings for 
three groups of children: elementary, junior high and 
high school. As Ihc name indicates six grades are in- 
cluded in the elementary group and three in each 
of the others. 


The junior high school bridges the gap which form- 


erly existed between the grades and the high school. 
Tenth grade children are much more mature and bet- 
ter able to mingle with high school seniors than are 
ninth graders. Children of the seventh, eighth and 
ninth grades arc adapted to a different type of in- 
struction 
than can be given in the 
elementary 


school. These children are at which might be called 
the "gang" age. 
Forming-, as they do. a logical and 


convenient group it is much 
better that they be 


housed in separate buildings and receive instruction 
in subjects which otherwise could not be given them. 


Xext fall the seventh, eighth and ninth grade pu- 


pils now attending Saratoga, "McKinley, Capitol, Park 
and Prescott elementary schools will be transferred 
to junior high buildings. The Irving, Twenty-sixth 
and O street, and Everett school buildihgs will be 
organized especially for junior high pupils. The ele- 
mentary pupils now attending Everett 
be re- 


assigned to surrounding elementary school buildings 
and the high school -will receive'no pupils below the 
ninth grade. 


This accomplishment, of course, is not the result 


of action taken at any one board meeting but it rep- 
resents the result of a wise educational plan and 
Building program which the schools have been oper- 
ating under for a number of years'. As it has become' 
necessary to construct new buildings to relieve con- 
gested conditions these buildings have been con- 
structed with the 6-3-3 plan as a guide. Sites have 
been selected so that no elementary pupils aru re-

States at the present time falls 
into three classes. 
These are the 


mayor-council, the commission and 
the city-manager forms. 


Of these, the oldest historically is 


the mayor-council type. This form 
evolved from the English colonial 
type, in which the mayor as part 
of the council was chosen by it, and 
responsible to it. Under the strong 
influence of the federal plan, this 
form Changed during the nineteenth 
century. 
As 
the result of direct 


election by the people, the mayor 
became much more powerful, with a 
veto power over the council and 
control Qover 
the administration 


through fhe appointing power. ITis 
main function wasvto execute the 
policies determined upon 
by the 


council. The council was usually a 
fairly large body, in ^many places 
elected by wards. Sometimes it was 
divided Into two houses. 


As cities grew tremendously fast 


during the nineteenth century, and 
their governments were expected to 
do many more things, 
a 
terrific 
strain was put up,on municipal gov- 
ernment. New boards and commis- 
sions were added to take care of 
these new functions, until city gov- 
ernment became hopelessly complex 
and powers 
wtdelj- 
diffused. 
In 


theory the maj or was still respon- 
sible for the execution of policies 
determined upon by the council, but 
in actuality, it was difficult to tell 
where responsibility rested. 


Galveston. Texas, during an emer- 


gency evolved the commission type 
of government-, and other cities soon 
followed her example. 
This form 


combines legislative and administra- 
tive -powers, and' responsibility ,ln 
one small representative" body. This 
group, usually consisting 
of five 


men, acting as a council decided 
city policies. Then acting individu- 
ally, eacZi man as *the head of a de- 
partment, they assume administra- 
tive responsibility. This plan 
has 


the merit of simplicity, of concen- 
.trating power in tho hands of a 
small group who are. definitely re- 


vantages become 
when it is put into practice. 
The 
non-partisan primary, tut 
m.c. 


tivc, referendum and recall were 
introduced 
into city government 


.along with the short ballot. 


The city-manager plan attempts 


to keep the advantages of the com- 
mission plan, and at the Same time 
strengthen the weak places by ad- 
ding 
an 
administrative 
expert. 


Cleveland, Ohio, is a good example 
of the wa5' this plan works. There 
the city council is chosen by pro- 
portional 
representation. Insuring 


representation for the larger min- 
ority groups, and a large enough 
group to be truly representative for 
the determination of city policies. 
The council is left free to choose an 
administrative expert, who is re- 
sponsible to the council for a sat- 
'isfactory administration 
of 
mu- 


nicipal affairs. Since a large amount 
of municipal government is really 
business, this business-like arrange- 
ment works very efficiently when 
the expert is given free rein. 


The trend of city government is 


definitely toward simplification and 
the concentration of power and re- 
sponsibility. Successful government 
depends upon an intelligent elec- 
torate, and 
upon an efficient civil [ 


service _for 
subordinate 
appoint- i 


mcnts, liut it is important to have 
the most efficient type of govern- 
ment as well.

per cent In 1926. 


Now the corporation, which, by 


the way, has 230,000 workers, has 
a new slogan. It is: 


"Do away with all accidents." 
How was the S3 per cent reduc- 


tion gained? The answer concerns 
everybody because, notwithstanding 
the lower rate of accidents In in- 
dustry, injuries in general aro on 
the increase. It is up to everybody 
to help change this situation. 


William B. Schiller, president of 


the National 
Tube 
company, of 


Pittsburgh, was one of the execu- 
tives who listened to Judge Gary's 
declaration that "something must 
be done." He went back to his of- 
fice and summoned the heads of the 
tube company's thirteen plants to 
explain what was desired. 


"Well, boys,".' he said, "we've got 


a new job ahead of us. What's the 
best way to do it?" 
It was, indeed, a puzzling ques- 


tion. It wasn't merely a matter of 
installing safety devices ami using 
safety construction. Even today tile 
biggest problem in safety woik is 
the human equation. Some men. 
many men. in fact, apparently like 
to take unnecessary risks. Back 111 
the old days they were legion. Jn 
.many industries they looked upon 
risk as a part of their occupation. 
Steel was one of these industries. 


First Step a Mistake. 


"What sort of man should take 


charge of this work?" asked Schil- 
ler. 


"A man from the office force 


would be best," someone suggested 
—"one without practical mill ex- 
perience will be more apt to see 
what is needed than one from* the 
mills. 
He will have a more de- 
tached viewpoint."

1907 and a panic year had made su- 
perintending the Greenville plant 
an execeedingly dull procedure. The 
plant, in fact, was

down. 


Close was free to do anything the 
company wanted of him. 
The panic of 1907 destroyed many 
men. It gave Close ^opportunity for 
a satisfying life's work. 
Incident- 
ally, his case calls to mind one of 
the pleasantest facts of life—that 
we never can tell exactly where it 
is going to takerus. 


Close started life in a railway ex- 
press office at Shelby, Ohio, at $5 
per week. He wanted more money, 
so asked the superintendent of the 
Shelby Tube Company for a job. 
He got one—right ta the bottom. 
The executives noticed one thing. 
Close never kicked 
about extra 
work. If extra Work wasn't hand- 
ed .him, he was apt to think up 
some. He advanced until he be- 
came assistant superintendent. 
The Problem Solved. 


The National Tube company ab- 
sorbed the Shelby Tube company. 
Close was transferred to the Green- 
ville plant as assistant superinten- 
dent. Time passed. He became 
superintendent. 
In those days, it never occurred 
to him that he'd ever be anything 
but a member of the 
operating 


staff. But then came Judge Gary's 
decision about safety work. And on 
top of that the 1907 panic closed. 
down his mill. 
"Charley," said Schiller. "I .want 
you to take over the accident pre- 
vention work. Wo need a practical 
man. It's a big thing and I think 
you can do it. Go to it; I'll back 
you to the limit."

Close "went to it." Characteris- 
tically, he didn't stop at 
safety 
work. He interested himself in san- 
itation and other matters. The Na- 
tional Tube Company made the best 
record of all the U. S. Steel sub- 
sidiaries at accident prevention. In 
transferring Close to safety work 
Schiller had, in fact, solved U. S. 
Steel's safety problem. 


One day in 1911, Close got a mes- 
sage to come to New York. There 
Rfiynall C. Boiling, general solici- 
tor of the 
corporation, who later 
was to.be the first American offi- 
cer to give up his life in the World 
War, met him. 


"Mr. Close." lie said, "Judge Gary 
wants you to take over the organ- 
ization of all the safety work in TJ. 
S. Steel.'" 


It would take a book to tell all 
that -was' done subsequently by the 
organization known as the Bureau 
of Safety, Sanitation and Welfare. 
A good share of that book would 
deal with the mechanics of safety 
in industry. But most of it would 
deal with safety education. 


Other Companies Followed. 


Education is the factor that has ' 


counted rnosL This has been ob- 
tained largely through committee 
organization which has reached in- 
to the ranks' of the workers. 
Ap- 


proximately • 10,000 workers 
are 
committee members at all times. 
But 
memberships are 
rotating. 


Since the movement began 120,000 
workers have served on committees. 


Doubters are converted by mak- 
ing them eommitteemen. 


Since Judge 
Gary's memorable 
step in 1906, U. S. Steel estimates 
that it has saved 50,000 
workmen 


from serious injury, and of course 
In many cases death. Since 191:;, 
when the corporation began to keep 
complete records, probably 375,000 
workers have been saved from dis- 
abling injuries. 


But an effect more far reaching 
was obtained. Other big corpora- 
tions, including great railway sys- 
tems, fell into line. Today U. S. 
Steel's achievements arc only part 
of what industry is doing to pre- 
serve human life. 
And the end is 
not in sight.
